Response to Amendment 

1 . The Amendment, filed on January 08, 2004, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-64 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments and remarks, stated in Communication filed January 08, 2004, 
Page 17, lines 3-12 and last paragraph; Page 18, lines 1-3, 12-16, and 31-33; Page 19, lines 1-6, 
and 21-24; and Page 20, second and fifth paragraphs, in light of the amendment, were 
persuasive. The references of the Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest a phosphor having 
the composition formula: (Mi. x RE x ) y D 2 04, wherein M is at least one of Ca, Ba and Sr; RE is at 
least a rare-earth metal comprising Eu; D is at least one of Al, Ga and In; 0.001 < x < 0.3; and 
specifically comprising the limitation of 0.75 < y <1 and 1< y < 1.1.
